Water Overseer D. Pesnell 
yesterday presented to the Council the 
annual report of the business done by 
his department. Because the Los An- 
geles City Water Company took all of 
the surface flow of the river at the 
Crystal Springs from June to October 
for domestic use in the city, the reason 
was a very unsatisfactory one for the 
irrigators. Only the water that rises 
to the surface between the Crystal 
Springs and the Buena Vista-street 
bridge was available for use during the 
five months when irrigating water was 
most needed. This supply amounted 
to about one and one-half heads, 
whereas seven heads is the normal 


flow.

The receipts of the water depart- 
ment for the “ear amounted to $15,620.75 
and the expenditures to $16,735.50, leav- 
ing, a deficit of $124.75.

SEWAGE IRRIGATION. 
DELEGATION FROM INGLEWOOD. 
Whether or not they.would have the 
use of sewage water for irrigation has 
been the burning quesion among the 
farmers of Inglewood for the last few 
weeks. On Thursday a mass meeting 


was held andSe-delegation, composed of 
W. H. Neher, Thomas Carter, J. F. 
Thomas and William McGee, was ap- 


pointed to present a resolution to the 
Council asking. an expression of the 
course to be pursued by that body in 
disposing of the water from the out- 


fall sewer. 

Since the Council arbitrarily discon- 
tinued the sale of sewage water on this 
side of the “summit.” for any purpose 
whatever, all rage irrigators have 
felt very uneasy. it was feared that

The resolution adopted at the mass 
meeting was read to the Council yes- 
terday morning by Mr. Neher. It 
asked that the use of sewage water on 
alfaifa, corn, grain and trees be per- 
mitted, and that a definite expression 
of the intentions of the Council be 
made so that the farmers might know 
whether or not to go ahead and plant 
their crops. Mr. Neher further stated 
that about one thousand acres at: Ingle- 
wood is dependent on sewer irrigation 
and that 425 acres of alfalfa, 300 acres 
of corn and some o are now in 
a state of jeopardy.
